Stop Profiteering 

Mayor T. L. Church of Toronto, has 
written to Hon. Arthur Meighen, Pre- 
mier of the Dominion, and Sir George 
Foster, minister of trade and com- 
merce, urging that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment at once take drastic action to 
curb profiteering in food and _ other 
necessaries of life, 


Shot Self Accidentally 

George Waterson, recently accident- 
ally shot himself on his farm at 
Queen's Valley, near Winnipeg. He 
had been riding on a hayrack, carrying 
a loaded gun. He threw the gun to 
the ground before dismounting. The 
gun struck the ground, butt first, ex- 
ploded and the charge entered the 
man’s thigh. 


Too Many Ineligibles 

Continental immigrants insist on 
coming to Canada, in contravention of 
the regulations and such a number of 
them are continually turned back that 
the Immigration Department has sent 
sharply worded cables to the steamship 
companies warning them against bring- 
ing such people in, They are mostly 
Poles and Russian Jews. Continentals 
are not banned from Canada if rela- 
tivs or friends here send them prepaid 
tickets or if they come from their 
homes on a continuous journey, instead 
however, they come indirectly and 
thus are not eligible. All of them 
planning to stay in Canada are making 
for the cities and some of them are try- 
ing to get into the States by the back 
way. A large number have been re- 
jected and taken back at the expense 
of the steamship companies. 


Married in The North Sea 

Last Saturday afternoon Captain 
Pederson, a skipper on one of the best 
known Norwegian lines was married on 
a steam tug in the North Sea, The 
bride, a Norwegian lady who has 
liven seven years in San Francisco, re- 
turned to Norway for the wedding and 
found that the prospective bridegroom 
had orders to sail for America, instead 
of returning as he expected to his 
native country. She traveled to Eng- 
land, met him at Newcastle and finding 
that marriage there was impossible 
owing to neither party having resided 
the necessary twenty-one days in the 
country, they chartered a steam tug, 
and with the aid of the parson of the 
Norwegian Sailors’ Church at North 
Shields were married on the aft deck 
of the tug after she had passed the 
regulation three mile limit from the 
mouth of the River Tyne. The religi- 
ous ceremony was performed later in 
the day at the North Shields Norweg- 
jan Church. The bride was attended 
on both occasions by two Norwegian 
bridesmaids, all three being attired in 
white and carrying bouquets of carna- 
tions, 


Americans Fined 

It is reported that there is a great 
increase in the theft of small articles 
from large liners. Two second class 
passengers of the Olympic, Ely and 
Herbert Ambler of California, stated 
by the police to be English people 
coming home for a holiday, were each 
fined $100.00 or a month's imprison- 
ment for the theft of two silver-plated 
ash trays from the first class saloon bar 
of the vessel. They pleaded guilty 
and said they took the articles as me- 
mentoes of the voyage. They also 
added that had they not been under 
the influence of liquor they would not 
have taken the ash trays. 


Foch Secures Famous House 

Marshal Foch has been looking, for 
some time, in vain for a house in Paris 
and the Government have recently 
come to his rescue and he has been 
offered the use of a house which was 
made famous during the hearing of the 
Dreyfus case and was at that time oc- 
cupied by the famous Second Bureau 
which dealt with espionage affairs, and 
it was here that Lieut.-Col. Picquart 
began the patient investigation that 
helped to bring about the re-trial and 
acquittal of Dreyfus,

The board of commerce have issued 
an order to the effect that dealers in 
boots and shoes must not in future al- 
low their salesmen or clerks any bonus 
or percentage for selling goods at the 
normal price or speculated price, as 
they consider this tends to enhance 
the price, 


Mennonites Leave For Quebec 

More than 4,000 Mennonites of the 
old stock will leave Manitoba for the 
district of Abitibi, in Quebec, if the 
reports of their investigators, who are 
returning from an inspection trip are 
reassuring. Mr. R. Fletcher, deputy 
minjeter of education is of the opinion 
that the 15,000 other Mennonites in 
the province, who are more enlighten- 
ed, will stay and comply with the re- 
quirements of the education act. 


Rev. Dr. Stephen S. Wise, rabbi of 
the Free Synagogue, New York, in 
his address at the Temple Emmanuel 
in Montreal recently, said: “Enviable 
is that teacher in Jewish life who served 
in any pulpit under the British flag;

Arrangements are almost completed 
or the decennial census of Canada 
next year, It will be taken early in 
June on a date to be decided later, and 
12,000 enumerators will be employed. 
From calculations which are based on 
the average increase inthe past twenty 
years, it is estimated that the present 
population of Canada is eight and three 
Quebec. The next census will exeeed 
quarter millions, with the increase most 
marked in the western provinces and 
all previous ones in the extensive detail 
to be covered in the enumeration. 


An Involved Arrangement 

A discharged Austrian soldier who 
was falsely informed by telegram of 
his wife's death, is now living with two 
wives and two children in Vieanna. 
After receiving the news Bauer mar- 
tied another woman in Siberia where 
he had been a prisoner of war.

Two women and a man were crushed 
to death and two men injured at Nia- 
gara Falls recently, when a slide of 
shale forced out a bridge leading to a 
stairway in the Cave of the Winds un- 
der Niagara Falls. A hundred or 
more tourists who were in the cave 
at the time had narrow escapes, many 
being bruised and cut by the falling 
rock, 


Auto Dashes Over Precipice 

Six people in a touring car near 
Paris, France, had recently a very nar- 
row escape from death. When des- 
cending a hill the chauffer lost control 
of the car and it dashed forward at 
terrific speed and fell, 1,250 feet over 
a precipice into a ravine. None of the 
occupants of the car sustained injuries 
more serious than a few bruises. 


Bible All-Sufficient 

Hon. W. A. Turgeon, attorney gen- 
eral for Saskatchewan, on going throu’ 
Montreal recently, was interviewed, 
and stated that the Mennonites in Sas- 
katchewan who were the first who 
came to Canada were the chief ones re- 
monstrating against the provincial laws 
they are comparatively a minority of 
the whole Mennonite community. They 
pin their faith exclusively to the Bible 
and consider it as an all sufficient 
source of education. They decline to 
accept modern ideas of education, Mr. 
Turgeon intimated that they were an 
exemplary people, law abiding,  in- 
dustrious and honest.

The men declar- 
ed they would not load or discharge 
a ship flying the Union Jack until Eng- 
land allowed Archbishop Mannix on 
Irish soil and released the Lord Mayor 
of Cork from prison. 


Skull in Vat 

At the plant of the Consolidated 
Rubber Company in Montreal a grue- 
some discovery was made when a skull 
was found floating in a vat. of boiling 
rubber. This find is said to explain 
the disappearance of a worker in the 
plant last week. The man, whose 
name is Ludger Milleur, was thought 
merely to have left the plant without 
notice. The vat is to be emptied to 
trace further remains. 


Woman to Swim Channel 

Mrs. Arthur Hamilton, daughter of 
the late Sir Charles and Lady Fairlie 
Cunningham, started at Margaret's 
Bay recently in an attempt to swim 
the English Channel, She was forced 
to abandon the attempt near the South 
Goodwin Sands. Mrs. Hamilton is the 
first woman to have made the attempt 
since the failure of Annette Kellerman 
fifteen years ago. Mrs. Hilda Willing, 
an English woman, intends to attempt 
swimming the Channel in the near 
future,

When the fathers of Confederation created Canada, they 
gave us a constitution admirable in many respects and under 
which Canada has progressed marvelously. 
however, defects presented themselves. 
was decided that the provinces should have exclusive jurisdiction 
Generally this has succeeded but in some 


As time has passed, 
At confederation it 


in certain matters. 
respects it has not been wholly to the advantage of the people. 
For instance, the professions are solely under provincial con- 
trol, dentistry being one of these professions, It has resulted 
then that a man might be licensed to practice dentistry in, say 
Ontario. As a practitioner there, he might have been a suc- 
cess, as a citizen he may have been of the very best type, an 
honor to his profession and’ a credit to his province, but the 
moment he stepped across the boundary into Manitoba, he be- 
came a criminal if he commenced the practice of his profession 
there without conforming to the laws of Manitoba, which meant 
an examination, probably months of study, and a delay with 
consequent financial loss. It was wrong, but how was it to be 
remedied? The provinces adhered strictly to their ‘‘rights’’ and 
every legislature in Canada would refuse to surrender any of 
their privileges nor would they permit their jurisdiction to be 
invaded. ‘Provincial Rights’ was too strong a cry for politi- 
cians to oppose, hence the wrong ontinued even though the peo- 
ple suffered. 


The dentists of Canada, however, saw the wrong. The 
dental profession has always, and does now, take the ground 
that the dental law shall exist only for the protection of the 
public, Upon this broad ground they acted and in 1904 set 
about remedying the wrong that the Fathers of Confederation 
had unwittingly established.

monizing of the various dental laws of Canada, the equalization 
of the standards of dental education in the various universities 
and dental colleges and the overcoming of a lot of prejudice 
which had grown up under fifty years of provincial control. “‘If 
a dentist is a good dentist in Ontario why should he not be a good 
dentist in Saskatchewan,"’ this was the slogan upon which the 
work was started. “If a man is a good citizen in Ontario why 
shouldn't he be a good citizen in British Columbia?” This ques- 
tion was asked and fitted in as a corner stone to the foundation of 
the dental nationalization movement. ‘‘Let us make the Cana- 
dian dental profession as big as Canada.” This was the principle 
upon which the profession ated. | ‘‘Why shouldn't the Canadian 
universities and dental colleges have the whole of Canada as a 
field of operations for their graduates?"’ Nobody has ever yet 
advanced a sound reason as to why they shouldn't. A few it is 
admitted said: “Oh if you do that then all the privileges of pro- 
vincial control have gone, and any reputable dentist from any 
part of Canada can come in and cut into my practice."’ And the 
answer promptly came, ‘And why not?” At that point the op- 
ponents of nationalization are blocked. 


In 1905 the movement for nationalization got nicely under 
way. Every province in Canada was asked to elect one represen- 
tative to form the Dominion Dental Council of Canada. Quebec, 
British Columbia and the Yukon held aloof. The other provinces 
joined hands and said: *“‘We will do the best we can and trust to 
our own success to attract the others into the Canadian fold." 
‘There shall be no coaxing and no coercion.’ If the other prov- 
inces want to come in all well and good, but we would not coax 
or attempt to coerce, for either one would be fatal to the per- 
mancy of the new nationalization movement, which because of its 
character had to be voluntary and depend entirely upon good will 
and just treatment. 


For sixteen years the movement has now been under way. 
Three years ago B.C. threw in her lot. Last year the Yukon 
Legislative Assembly accepted by law the Certificate of Qualifi- 
cation granted by the D. D. C. of C. Now only Quebec remains 
out. 


The certificate of qualification issued by the D. C. C. of C. 
denotes the highest standard of dental qualification in the world. 
This certificate is based upon from five to ten years “Regular 
Ethical, Legal Practice," and an examination. The examination 
is admitted to be the fairest that is possible. Then having receiv- 
ed this certificate the holder.can at any time in his life proceed 
to practice in any part of Canada (except Quebec). 


Thus at one stroke is demolished the old worn out argument 
used by back country politicians that a close corporation exists 
amongst provincial dentists, for the Provincial Dental Associa- 
tion can in no way prevent the hundreds of dentists who hold 
the D. D. C. certificate of qualification from coming to this or any 
other of the agreeing provinces, 


The standard of dentistry has been perceptibly improved 

~as a result of the coming into existence of the D.D.C. The na- 

tionalization movement has taken the best dentists to all corners 

of Canada instead of keeping them bunched up in the big eastern 

cities, The people have benefited accordingly. Let it be known 

that the certificate of qualification issued by.the D.D.C. of C, is 
not obtainable by the quack. 


For sixteen years this movement has been under way, 
Little has been said about it because the dental profession want- 
ed to succeed before they spoke, but the recent council meeting 
held at Ottawa has determined the permanency and success, and 
now it can be said with certainty that by the voluntary efforts of 
the dentists themselves the defect in thesB.N.A. act has been 
overcome, the profession has been Canadianized and that by 
methods which in no way interferes with provincial rights.

At the root of the hair 
is a tiny muscle so arranged that 
while the hair usually lies slant- 
wise, when this muscle pulls, the 
hair stands upright. The best 
reasons which can be given for 
this peculiarity are that this 
movement may help to keep the 
root of the hair in order by a 
sort of massage, or that it may 
serve in keeping the skin clean, 
or most likely of all, that it may 
make such an animal as a_ cat, 
when its hair stands on end, very 
much bigger and more terrible to 
an enemy.

Bell, and it seemed to me there 
was a great deal too much theory 
and too little of practical plan. 
One gentleman expressed his 
doubt as to whether there was a 
housing problem in the cities and 
towns of Saskatchewan at all and 
made a motion that there should 
be a committee to investigate.

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The facts are very patent. 
There is a tremendous shortage 
of houses and it is militating very 
strongly against urban develop- 
ment. Industrial concerns will 
hesitate to establish themselves in 
places where their workers can- 
not find houses. Rents in places 
like Regina are becoming almost 
prohibitive. I know of cases 
where a seven roomed unfurnish- 
ed house is bringing $100 per 
month, and if the present conges- 
tion continues some people will 
have to sleep in the streets and 
parks. The reason for the short- 
age is that house building is not 
going on and the reason that 
house building is not proceeding 
is that the cost of labor and ma- 
terial is -most unreasonably high. 
In Regina, for instance, it is not 
the workers only who need 
houses; it is practically every sec- 
tion of the community, and it is 
not a paternal government con- 
trolled housing scheme that wiil 
give relief; we need some stimu- 
lus to individual effort. 
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Talking about “curbing the un- 
earned increment'’ was just so 
much twaddle. If you take away 
entirely the speculative element in 
house building, you remove one 
of the strong motives. It was to 
a great extent the ‘unearned in- 
crement’”’ that furnished the mo-|

Mr. Broadfoot knew about the deal and ‘wanted to get in 
on it, and he accompanied us on the inspection trip. In those 
days there was no railway north of Swift Current and no settlers 
to speak of. The only living things between the Saskatchewan 
and the main line of the C.P.R. were antelope, coyotes and 
gophers. There were one or two ranch houses in the creeks. 
We got a democrat and driver at Swift Current and started for 
the river during the afternoon of a warm summer's day. _‘It may 
be necessary to explain to newcomers that a democrat was 
neither a Bolshevist nor an Irish-American, but a species of light 
spring wagon. We were heading for the hospitable ranch of 
Mrs. Godwin at the Landing, but missed our way. We were 
still on the plains when darkness came down and the_mosquitoes 
were literally by the millions. We got down into the valley of 
the Saskatchewan through an old cattle trail, and could not get 
out again in the darkness, We found an old cattle shed in which 
we slumbered most uneasily until dawn. With the rising of the 
sun we purged away our sleepiness and mosquito bites by a 
plunge in the river, and getting our directions we reached the 
Godwin place in time for breakfast. After a good meal we 
decided to continue upon our work of examining the land. It 
occurred to us that a good saddle pony would be of material 
assistance in locating corner stakes and we asked Mrs. Godwin 
if she could give us one. She said, ‘The bunch are out on the 
hill there, saddle one of your drivers and run them 
into the corral and pick the one that looks best to you.” I! 
accordingly drove them in and fixed my eye on a handsome 
chestnut that had saddle marks on it. The horses were all fresh 
and sleek-looking from the young grass and cavorted around the 
corral, Mr. Broadfoot was greatly interested. He said, ‘How 
are you going to catch them?"’ In my youth, for my sins, I had 
spent some time on the range and was fairly familiar with the 
lariat. There was a fine, hard twist rope with a honda fastened 
to the saddle and I uncoiled it and proceeded to rope the horse 
I wanted. There is a very easy way of catching a horse in the 
corral if you are at all familiar with the rope. You run a little 
bunch, which includes your victim, in a corner of the fence, 
swinging the rope around your head and let them run away one 
by one, and as the one you wish to catch is heading straight 
away from you, you let go your rope. The galloping horses 
and the swish of the rope looks very slick and effective, but it 
is really the easiest way to achieve your purpose. A cowboy 
is not supposed to sling a rope around his head in a corral. 
More by good luck than good guidance I got the chestnut the 
first throw and he came up all standing. Broadfoot was de- 
lighted; this was the real wild west.

The prairie is very flat there and from a long distance | 
could see the democrat and its occupants. When I reached them 
the driver was moving the horses across the prairie at a slow 
trot. Broadfoot was sitting in the back seat eating his lunch 
and Mr. McCallum was running behind endeavoring to throw 
the rope over him. He said to me, ‘‘Here lassoo this man; he 
has talked about nothing else except bronchos since you got 


that horse this morning; | don't know how to work the darned 
rope.” 


I uncoiled the lariat from the saddle and made one or two 
passes around my head, but found that the horse would not 
stand for it. I thought if I were going to lassoo Broadfoot I 
might as well do it in style, so | cantered up the trail about 
300 yards; turned towards the democrat and came back at a 
dead run twirling the rope around my head. | intended to drop 
it over him as | passed and let it pay out, thinking it would 
likely give him a fright but nothing more. I was sure I had un- 
fastened the rope from the saddle, but as it turned out, it was 
another of those cases when you ‘didn't think it was loaded." 
As I came down just as tight as the horse would jump, and 
swinging the rope, Broadfoot went contentedly on with his 
lunch; as | passed him the loop went true and got him around 
the shoulders, pinning his arms to his sides. I checked the 
horse somewhat as the rope paid out, but he had apparently 
been in the game before. The end was still fast to the saddle 
horn and the instant he felt it tighten, he threw himself on the 
rope with the consequence that Broadfoot came out of the demo- 
crat as if he had been shot from a catapult. He turned over in 
the air and being a heavy man, came down in a queer hunched 
up sitting position, with a thump that made the prairie shake. 
We were all appalled. For a minute I thought | had killed the 
man. McCallum stood aghast with his little, ineffectual bit of 
lassoo in his hand, and the driver unconsciously kept plugging 
away across the prairie. When I saw that Mr. Broadfoot was 
not dead I was afraid to loosen the rope for fear he would get 
up and kill me. The very minute he had been caught he had 
been setting his teeth in a great hunk of bread and cheese, and 
as he sat on the prairie, with his arms pinned to his sides, he 
had a great piece of it in his mouth. There was silence for a 
second; then Broadfoot spat out the bread and cheese and 
made some exceedingly profane remarks, He took the whole 
thing in very excellent part. He was wearing a light grey Nor- 
folk suit and the friction of the rope had cut one of the sleeves 
almost off. He was black and blue and his arms were badly 
fired. I have never thrown a rope at a man since. If I had got 
him around the neck it would have pulled his head off.
